Answer to Queries propound 
ed Several Weeks Ago are 
Answered Below. 


In Connection With Securing 
Rainmaker and Investigat- 
* ing His Claims.

Following is a letter received from 
Charles M. Hatfield, the rainmaker, in 
reply to our inquiries of several 
months ago: • , 

Crows’ Landing, Calif, 
Feb. 20, 1920. 

I Editor Vulcan Advocate, 

Vulcan, Alberta. 

; My-Dear Sir: 

Your letter of the 7th inst. is at 
hand and in reply will say that your 
.letter was forwarded from my home 
address at Los Angeles to this place. 
I was called upon by the farmels, 
grain growers, stockmen, and others 
of this portion of California to break 
a drought and insure sufficient rainfall 
to enable them to raise a good crop. 

I wish to say that this section of 
California is one of the driest portions 
of the state and scarcely no rain of 
consequence had fallen here this sea¬ 
son. Thousands upon thousands of 
acres in giain had not even sprouted. 
There was ho vegetation upon the 
| ranges and the whole country was in 
the throes of a drought 

I began my operations upon the at¬ 
mosphere on February 17. Rain fol¬ 
lowed my demonstrations yesteiduy, 
the 19th, and showers have prevailed 
today. As I write you the sky is over 
-cast with heavy formation and rain 
will occur tonight. 

So satisfied are the farmers, grain 
growers and stockmen with my opera¬ 
tions that I am continually called up¬ 
on) to relieve some district of a mois¬ 
ture shortage and in every case I 
| stand ready if I am not engaged at 
some other place to respond to their 
[request. My present contract maker 
the ninth time my work has been en¬ 
gaged here. 

In answer to your question as to the 
amount of territory affected by my 
demonstration will say that the influ¬ 
ences cover an immense field. I have 
never placed'Sf-high estimate upon 
what my work will accomplish. Tak¬ 
ing my plant as a centre, the country 
being affected within a radius of one 
hundred miles. Knowing what I do of 
my work after 20 years of demon¬ 
strating, I am not placing it too high 
when I say that my work will extend 
a hundred miles in each direction 
from my station. . 

The probable precipitation that 
would result from the demonstration 
in and about your'section of Albeita 
would be from -100 to 300 per cent 
over what your actual natural rainfall 
would be. This has always been the 
case ip all of my past tests. 

As to charges and costs for a work 
of this kind I have only one proposi¬ 
tion to make. It is my established 
rate in all contracts taken by me, 
which i^ as follows: 

All rain that falls during the time 
my system is in foice and which tends 
to contribute 100 per cent above the 
natural rainfall, if not*more, I beg to 
be given credit for one-half of the 
precipitation that follows my Opera 
tions. This I am entitled to through 
the efforts of my demonstrations. My> 
price is $1,000 per inch. 

Slhould (10) ten inches of rain fall, 
the cost would be $5,000. Should "(20) 
twenty inches fall, the cost would bo 
$10,000. I only ask compensation from 
that which my operations are capable 
of contributing. 

All r^nti in excess of twenty inches 
no charges whatever. 

The maximum amount of this offer 
being $10,000 for a tw'enty-inch fall. 

I will say, however, that from what 
I know of the atmospheric conditions 
of your country, I would rather think 
that from (8) eight to (12) twelve 
inches of rain could be secured during 
the months of May, June and July, al¬ 
though I may be able to obtain great¬ 
er results than I.anticipate. 
s We will say that a rainfall of (12) 
twelve inches occurs during my opera¬ 
tions, then the total cost of such pre¬ 
cipitation would be $6,000. 

1 wish to say for the benefit of. the 
farmers, grain growers and others 
whom an abundant rainfall would 
benefit that should my operations be 
in force among you this coming sum- 


I'porrreceipt of Mr. Hatfield's let¬ 
ter the citizens of the Vulcan district 
got busy with the following results:

George Eckor, of the M. I), of 
Royal, will do everything possible' in 
his district favoring such action. 

It has been suggested that the 
Community Club endorse and recom¬ 
mend Hatfield’s employment to insure 
a crop. It was fuither. suggested that 
the business min of Vulcan contribute 
a substantial guarantee toward back¬ 
ing this project. 

.Mr. E. .1. Charters announces that 
the next meeting of the U.F.A. will 
lie given over to the consideration of 
bringing the rainpiaker .to Vulcan. 

And there is no doubt that as the 
k movement grows we will hear from 
the other towns likely to be affected, 
fifteen influential, farmers ol the 
Champion district 'have already ex- 
pieased their desire to co-operate. 

Meantime we have sent for a copy 
of Mr. HatfichTs contract and written 
tor the societal ies of the Boards of 
Trade of. Los Angeles and San Diego, 
Gal., to substantiate the claims of the 
rainmaker. 

No sar.e man can read the letter in 
another column of this page and re¬ 
tain the idea that C. M. Hatfield is a 
laker. He has been operating in Cixtf- 
lornia for twenty years, time ufter 
time for the same people. He says 
he can give tin; Vulcan district, which 
include, tenitoij 10(1 miles in every 
direction from Vtilean as a eentie, 
i loin eight to twelve inch' s of rain- 
all during tin mortis’ of May, June 
and July. Eight inches of rain during 
' r e three months would nuan a 
■iii'tper crop tlii yi ar.

ALCOHOL 


Before the Great War, the indus¬ 
tries of Germany used about 100,000,- 
000 gallons of alcohol annually in 
their various manufacturing process¬ 
es. Owing to the restrictions placed 
upon the production of industrial ul- 
-ohol in Canada, the price here is" 
.'ully 50 per cent more than in the 
United States, and more than twice 
■he pricj; of Gf-eat Britain. The wood 
waste in connection with the lumber 
industry in British Columbia annual¬ 
ly, would fttrnish 50,000,000 gallons of 
industrial or wood alcohol with a re¬ 
turn of about $15,000,000. It is be¬ 
lieved that the day is not far distant 
when alcohol will'replace gasoline foi 
use in internal combustion engines. In 
1918 the amount of industrial alcohol 
consumed in the United States was 
approximately 40,000,000 gallons, in 
Canada about 140,000 gallons.—The

1.000, 40 of these died within one 
month of birth. This meant, said Dr 
McMorehy, thut the mothers were not 
rated for. The death rate of mothers 
wa« about five out of every 1,000.
